Final public healings on the proposed $7 million city 

budget for 1960-61 brought out renewed efforts for improv­ 
ed library service and for additional city employee benefits 
as the council prepared to make a final decision on the bud­ 
get next week. Representatives of the city's police and fire 
departments spoke in fnvor of
longevity pay, and police of 
ficers. spoke on behalf of em­ 
ploye requests for additional 
hazard pay for motorcycle 
traffiic officers, and clothing 
allowances for city employes 
required to wear special uni­ 
forms.

WHILE TAKING the requests 
under submission, it was indi­ 
cated informally that the conn- 
cilmen were cool toward longe­ 
vity pay, but might be in a 
mood to step up hazard pay 
for traffic officers and make 
some changes in present uni­ 
form allowance procedures.

Members of the city library 
commission, headed by Chair­ 
man W. J. Hanson, asked for 
expansion of libraries in Wal- 
teria and North Torratico, and 
construction of libraries on the
civic center and in the 
Torrance area.

HANSON suggested that the 
city raise the library tax levy 
to 10 cents from the proposed 
6.4 cents to pay for the im­ 
provements.
